Once there was a Community of

In 1877 .seven and f 


half millions of the people—one-fifth of 
the population—were enrolled as rentes- 
holders or savings banks' depositors ; 
but it must be added that the savings 
banks do not often fail in France, and 
that sooner or later they are apt to fail 
with us. 
Most of these deposits are 


small ones in the United States.
